The  proposition  to  hold  an  Agricultural  Fair,  to  he  devoted  to  an  exposition  of 
Dauphin  county  Horses,  Horned  Cattle,  Agricultural,  Pomological,  and  Floral  pro¬ 
ducts,  as  well  as  Agricultural  Machinery,  in  all  its  varieties,  meets  with  such  general 
favor  within  the  county,  as  to  need  little,  if  any  advocacy  from  the  Society  having 
the  object  in  charge. 

It  has  been  twenty  years  since  the  Lower  End  of  Dauphin  County  has  given  an 
Agricultural  Exhibition,  and  during  that  period  there  has  been  more  capital  invested 
in  fine  herds  of  horned  cattle,  brood  horses,  and  the  improvements  of  the  ordinary 
stock  horses  of  the  farm  than  in  any  other  county  of  the  State  of  its  population.  W  e 
have  more  and  finer  herds  of  improved  dairy  stock  in  this  county  than  are  owned 
in  any  county  west  of  Chester  county,  a  fact  so  well  known  as  to  need  no  elaboration. 

In  perfect  farming,  the  use  of  the  soil  in  a  scientific  manner,  the  cereal  crops  of 
Dauphin  county  have  always  rated  very  high  in  the  markets  of  the  northern  States 
larger  quantities  of  the  grain  raised  in  this  county  being  sold  for  seeding  than  that 
produced  in  any  other  portion  of  the  State. 

The  peculiarities  of  our  soil,  upland  and  valley,  in  varieties  which  enable  our 
farmers  to  raise  all  kinds  of  cereals,  vegetables  and  fruits  in  profusion  and  perfec¬ 
tion  assures  attractions  in  an  Exhibition  whereby  they  can  be  put  in  rivalry  with 
similar  products  in  all  markets,  thus  affording  our  farmers  a  chance  to  reap  that 
pecuniary  reward  which  skill  and  brains  command  in  all  the  other  industries. 

The  location  of  this  Fair  at  Harrisburg,  is  in  the  very  centre  of  the  railroad  systems, 
not  only  of  this  county,  but  of  the  State,  and  the  nation  as  well.  Every  facilty  is 
thus  afforded  for  getting,  Machinery,  Cattle,  Horses,  Vehicles,  and  the  usual  pro¬ 
ducts  to  be  exhibited  to  the  grounds,  with  the  least  possible  trouble  and  cost.  The 
same  faciities  will  also  enable  large  masses  to  reach  the  grounds  with  ease  and  very 
little  cost. 

The  management  can  well  afford  to  call  attention  to  these  facts,  and  to  say  that  in 
no  city  in  the  State  are  the  Hotel  accommodations  superior  to  those  in  Harrisburg, 
as  well  as  in  ample  and  splendid  Restaurants.  Altogether,  then,  the  attractions  of 
this  Fair  will  be  incomparable,  its  facilities  ample,  and  its  general  accommodations, 
both  on  the  railroads,  the  grounds,  and  within  the  city,  ail  that  could  be  desired  to 
ensure  the  success  of  so  vast  an  undertaking.

Persons  in  Carriages,  not  having  Tick¬ 
ets,  must  procure  them  at  the  Ticket  of¬ 
fice  before  being  permitted  to  enter  the 
enclosure. 

ISP  No  Money  will  be  received  by  Gate- 
men. 

1.  Exhibitors  must  in  all  cases,  previ¬ 
ous  to  placing  their  stock  or  other  articles 
on  the  Fair  Ground,  produce  their  Season 
Tickets  or  pay  $1.00  for  an  Exhibitor’s 
Ticket,  which  will  admit  them  at  all 
times  during  the  continuance  of  the  Fair. 

2.  All  Articles  and  Animals  for  Exhi¬ 
bition  must  be  properly  entered  at  the 
Business  Office.  The  Grounds  and  Build¬ 
ings  will  be  opened  on  MONDAY  MORN¬ 
ING,  SEPTEMBER  22,  at  8  o’clock,  to 
receive  them;  and  trusty  persons  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  Society  will  assigu  them 
places  and  guard  the  Grounds. 

3.  Entries  in  all  departments  close 
on  TUESDAY,  SEPTEMBER  23,  at  6 
o’clock  P.  M. 

4.  No  Animals  or  Articles  entered  for 
exhibition  can  be  taken  away  before  the 
close  of  the  Fair,  except  by  permission  of 
the  President  or  Secretary,  and  no  pre¬ 
mium  will  be  given  or  paid  on  Animals 
or  Articles  removed  in  violation  of  this 
Rule. 

All  who  intend  to  exhibit  Horses,  Cat¬ 
tle,  Sheep,  or  Swine,  should  notify  the 
President,  Secretary,  or  Chief  Marshal 
of  such  intention  before  SEPTEMBER 


22,  in  order  that  the  proper  arrangements 
may  be  made  for  their  accommodation. 

5.  Premiums  awarded  to  persons  resid¬ 
ing  out  of  the  City,  will  be  paid  imme¬ 
diately  on  the  close  of  the  Fair,  at  the 
Business  Office,  on  the  Grounds,  by  Wil¬ 
liam  Stephens,  Treasurer,  and  those  to 
residents  of  the  City,  at  his  office, 
on  Monday  and  Tuesday  following  the 
Exhibition,  on  presentment  of  their  pro¬ 
per  ticket  of  admission ,  and  the  card  re¬ 
ceived  at  entering;  and  all  Premiums  not 
called  for  within  60  days  will  be  consid¬ 
ered  donations  to  the  Society.  Hay, 
Straw  and  Water  will  be  supplied,  free 
of  charge,  for  all  animals  entered  for 
Premiums;  and  grain  will  be  provided 
at  the  lowest  cost  price  for  those  who 
desire  to  purchase. 

6.  The  gates  will  be  open  to  the  public 
at  8  a.  M.,  and  close  at  6  p.  m.  each  day 
during  the  Exhibition.  All  wagons  or 
other  vehicles  used  in  transportation  of 
forage  or  refreshments  must  be  removed 
from  the  Grounds  before  9  a.  m.,  and  no 
person  will  be  permitted  to  remain  upon 
the  Grounds  during  the  night  unless 
specially  authorized  by  the  Secretary  or 
Chief  Marshal. 

7.  c< Tnil  be  hv  the 

Secretary  to  persons  employed  in  taking 
care  of  stock,  or  employed  in  booths,  on 
personal  application  of  persons  owning 
stock  or  booth.  Transfer  of  tickets  in  any 
or  all  cases  will  subject  the  party  to  ar¬ 
rest  and  expulsion  of  stock,  booth,  vehi¬ 
cles,  and  party  from  the  Grounds,  and 
from  competition  for  Premiums  offered 
by  the  Society. 

8.  No  animal  will  be  allowed  to  run  at 
large  on  the  grounds.  Every  article  or 
animal  upon  the  Grounds  shall,  during 
the  Fair,  be  under  the  control  of  the 
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Rules  and  Regulations.

9,  When  an  entry  is  made  of  any  stock 
or  article,  the  Secretary  will  give  the 
party  a  card,  which  will  contain  the  num¬ 
ber  of  entry  and  Class,  which  must  be  at¬ 
tached  to  the  stall  or  article. 

10.  All  entries  will  be  made  in  strict 
compliance  with  the  offered  Premium 
last,  and  awards  made  in  accordance. 
Parties  must  therefore  take  particular 
pains  to  have  stock  and  articles  entered 
just  as  they  want  them.

'  A'q  ample  Police  Force  will  be  on  the 
grounds  day  and  night.  They  will  be 
sworn  in  as  conservators  of  the  peace, 
having  authority  to  arrest  disorderly  per¬ 
sons. 

The  Board  will  meet  for  the  transaction 
of  business  daily,  at  their  office  on  the 
Grounds  during  the  Fair. 

Should  bad  weather  occur  during  the 
Fair,  that  would  occasion  a  small  attend¬ 
ance  or  a  loss  financially  to  the  Society, 
it  is  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  the 
following  Premiums  will  be  paid  only  in 
pro-rata  to  the  amount  of  revenue  re¬ 
ceived. 


INSTRUCTIONS  TO  JUDGES. 


1.  You  will  receive  your  committee 
books  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
your  duties  at  10  o’clock  on  WEDNES¬ 
DAY,  September  24.  The  Committee 
books  will  refer  you  to  the  number  af¬ 
fixed  to  the  different  animals  or  articles 
submitted  for  your  examination.  In 
these  books  you  will  write  out  your  report 
and  hand  it  to  the  Secretary  before  9 
o’clock  a.  m.  on  Friday. 

2.  Judges  will  not  award  any  animal  or 
article  a  premium,  unless,  in  their 
opinion,  it  is  “decidedly  meritorious.” 

3.  Animals  or  articles  which  have  no 
competition,  will  be  awarded  a  first  or 
second  premium,  according  to  merit. 


4.  You  will  award  no  diploma,  unless  it 
is  specially  named  in  the  class  you 
judge;  but  if  you  find  anything  merito¬ 
rious  in  your  class,  and  not  provided  for, 
you  will  report  your  opinion  to  the 
Board. 

5.  Permit  no  person  to  interfere  in  your 
deliberations.  Competitors  attempting  to 
interfere  with  Committees,  will  forfeit 
their  right  to  a  premium. 

6.  The  age  of  horses  shall  be  computed 
from  the  first  day  of  January  of  the  year 
in  which  they  were  foaled. 

7.  Unsound  animals  shall  not  be 
!  awarded  a  premium.

1.  The  quantity  of  ground  for  each 
team  to  be  one-fourth  of  an  acre. 

2.  The  time  allowed  to  do  the  work  will 
be  two  hours. 

3.  The  width  of  the  furrow  to  be  eleven 
inches,  and  the  depth  not  less  than  six 
inches. 

4.  The  furrow  slice  in  all  cases  to  be 
lapped. 

5.  The  teams  to  start  at  one  time,  and 
each  plow  man  to  do  his  work  without  a 
driver  or  other  assistant. 

6.  The  premiums  offered  by  the  Society 
will  be  awarded  to  the  individuals  who, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  shall 
do  their  work  in  the  best  manner,  pro¬ 
vided  the  work  is  done  in  the  time  allow¬ 
ed  for  its  performance. 


7.  No  person  except  the  viewing  com¬ 
mittee  will  be  permitted  to  enter  upon 
the  grounds  after  the  work  is  commenced, 
until  the  committee  leave  the  ground. 

8.  Each  plowman  to  strike  his  own 
land  and  plow  entirely  independent  of  the 
adjoining  land.
